Having ruled ihe First 
Amendment to the USS, 
Constitution forbids the words 


“under God” in the Pledge of 
Allegiance, the San Francisco-based 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the 9th 
Circuit recently focused its “sites” 
on the Second Amendment, dectar- 
ing there is no individual right to 
keep and bear arms. 

In a sweeping opinion penned by 
uber liberal Judge Stephen 
Reinhardt -- for whom the U.S. 
Supreme Court developed — its 
patented “Reinhardt Reversal 
Stamp” -- a three judge panel of the 
9th Circuit unanimously upheld the 
ban on semiautomatic weapons in 
California. 

“The historical record makes tt... 
plain that the (Second) Amendment 
was not adopted in order to afford 
rights to individuals with respect to 
private gun ownership or posses- 
sion,” Reinhardt proclaimed in 
Silveria y, Lockyer. 

Historical record? Makes. it 
plain? According t0 whom, Judge? 

The very first footnote in the.70- 
page opinion summons up none 
other than disgraced anti-gun “his- 
torian” Michael Bellesiles. Perhaps 
Judge Reinhardt was living in an 
eco-friendly cave while an army of 


prominent academics and historians 
shot down Bellesites’ much politi- 
cized and trumped-up research on 
guns and he was forced to resign 
from Emory University. 

If Bellesiles stands as the best 
witness for Judge Reinhardt and the 
anti-gun lobby’s interpretation of 
the Second Amendment, America’s 
gun owners will gleefully urge the 
U.S. Supreme Court to start inking 
its Reinhardt stamp. 

Judge Reinhardt is no stranger to 
High Court spankings, holding the 
ignominious record of having five 
decisions unanimously reversed by 
the Supreme Court in a single term, 
According to Reinhardt: “We deal 
with alot of important cases. Some 
of them may get reversed, others 
don’t, and we can’t worry about 
that.” 

Of course, there is the small mat- 
ter of Article VI of 
Constitution to worry about. That 
states all executive and judicial offi- 
cers must consider the constitution- 
ality of their proposed actions, 
which includes being bound by 


* Supreme Court precedent. 


Judge Reinhardt was appointed to 
the bench in 1980 by President 
Jimmy Carter. Having joined in the 
controversial Pledge of Allegiance 


the U.S.’ 


ruling, Judge Reinhardt is proud to 
call himself a “liberal” judge, which 
he defines as the belicf in a “gener- 
ous or expansive interpretation of 
the Bill of Rights.” 

In a 1996 speech to law students 
at George Washington University, 
Reinhardt explained that liberal 
judges “believe that the meaning of 
the Constitution was not frozen in 
1789. That as society develops and 
evolves, its understanding of consti- 
tutional principles also grows.” 

It is ironic, then that Judge 
Reinhardt would'so strictly interpret 
the Second Amendment as an archay 
ic right that applies only to state 
militias. How come _ the 
Constitution hasn’t “evolved” on 
the issue of guns, Judge? We have 
no “militias” anymore, except per- 
haps those that are hiding in the 
woods from the FBI, and yet the 
Second Amendment clearly states 
that “the right of the people to keep 
and bear arms shall not be 
infringed.” Funny how liberal 
judges can so easily morph into 
strict-constructionists when it fits 
their political agendas. 

Judge Reinhardt’s decision offers 
a stinging rebuke of last year’s 5th 
Circuit Court of Appeals decision in 
United States v. Emerson. {n that

One thing’s for certain, gun own- 
ers should take solace in the fact 
that it is the oft-overturned 
Reinhardt who fired the shot.

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Booming asbestos litigation threatens small 


The big business of asbestos liti- 
gation is encroaching upon the 
livelihood of Michigan's small busi- 
nesses. Small companies with as 
few as 20 employees or less are 
finding themselves mired in this 
unending legal morass, 

The process is so broken and 
unwieldy that those individuals who 
have contracted illnesses through 
asbestos exposure are not being 
helped. Instead, funds are being 
parceled out to anyone who has ever 
been exposed to asbestos in any way 
- regardless of whether or not they 
are sick. 

The majority of the people filing 
claims against asbestos manufactur- 
érs are entirely healthy. They may or 
may not have been exposed to 
asbestos, yet they show no evidence

Many simply elect to pay a totally

Many of the asbestos lawsuits are 
"inventory claims” - filed on behalf 
of hundreds or even thousands of.

Benefits to halt for 
34,000 unemployed 


Many of Michigan’s unemployed 
will soon be receiving notification 
in the mail that their federal unem- 
ployment benefits will be ending 
within days. 

“This week, we will be mailing 
notices to all of those currently 
receiving federal Temporary 
Extended Unemployment 
Compensation (TEUC), announc- 
ing that ..the, program -will..end ,.in 
Michigan, -and nationwide, ‘on 
Saturday, December 28,” Jack 
Wheatley, director of the state’s 
Bureau of Workers’ = and 
Unemployment Compensation 
(BW&UC), reported. 

The week ending December 28 is 
the final week of unemployment for 
which jobless workers will be com- 
pensated with TEUC. 

“Even though unemployed work- 
ers may have benefits remaining on 
their TEUC claims, federal law 
does not allow us to compensate 


_them for any weeks beyond 
December 28," Wheatley 
explained. 


He added that individuals claim- 
ing TEUC will not need to phone 
the MARVIN system after they cer- 


tify for the week of December 28. 
MARVIN is the Bureau’s interac- 
live voice response system that 
unemployed workers must. call 
once every two weeks to certify 
their eligibility for jobless benefits. 

The Bureau estimates about 

34,000 unemployed Michigan 
workers are currently collecting 
federal benefits. 
« TEVUC began. on, March,,10...in 
response to the,weakened national 
economy and the growing number 
of unemployed workers. From 
March through November, the 
Bureau has taken applications from 
181,500 jobless workers and has 
paid out approximately $451.1 mil- 
lion in TEUC. 

Wheatley added that the Bureau 
is keeptng an eye on Congress 
should they take action to extend 
the TEUC program once they are 
back in session in January. 

“If Congress and the President 
should approve extending the pro- 
gram, we will contact jobless work- 
ers who are potentially eligible and 
give them instructions on how to 
apply for any new federal benefits,” 
Wheatley sard,

Watch your step on ice-covered waters 


Each year, bers are recreational 
ice-related accidents and fatalities 
on ice-covered bodies of water. 
Often, the cause is poor judgment or 
decision-making based upon inade- 
quate information. . 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield would like to remind 
everyone, “No ice is safe. Anyone 
who decides to go out onto a frozen 
body of water must make a personal 
decision to do so, realizing that there 
is a degree of risk associated with 
this choice.” 

Ice seldom freezes at a uniform 
rate. What constitules a safe depth 
of ice is difficult to apply in all 
cases. While three inches of ice on 
a farm pond may pose little danger, 
that same three inches on a moving 
stream or lake, with springs, stumps 
and currents could be very danger- 
ous. On the Great Lakes and many 
deep, inland lakes, one step from 
three-foot ice may lead to nothing 
more than skim ice on the next step, 
Wakefield explained. 

For these reasons, the Department 
of Natural Resources does not advo- 
cate the use of relative ice thickness 
guides. It is crucial that anglers, and 
others considering recreating on the 
ice, take individual responsibility in 
evaluating the quality and sound- 
ness of the ice on the particular body 
of water in question. 

While atlempting to apply ice 
thickness guides to all ice-covered 
waters is not recommended, some of

* Before venturing out onto the 
ice, check with local sources, such 
as bait and tackle shops, for the most 
up-to-date information. 

* Avoid ice formed over flowing 
water near shore, around inlets and 
oullets of streams or on lakes with 
springs. 

« Avoid aeration devices such as 


warm water bubblers used near 
marinas. 

Early winter freezes and thaws, 
occurring now in the Upper 
Peninsula and in the norther Lower 


‘Peninsula, render ice unsafe for any 


type of traffic, especially in 
December and early January. 


Temperature fluctuations typically 
occurring in March and April will 
again make for uncertain ice. 

Be suspicious of gray, dark or 
porous spots in the ice, as they may 
be soft areas. Ice is generally 
strongest where it is hard and blue. 

Heavy snow cover insulates ice 
and prevents it from freezing as 
evenly and as quickly as it would if 
the snow weren't there. Snow cover 
is also deceptive and makes evaluat- 
ing the ice cover difficult. 

Be especially wary of river ice, as 
it can be highly variable in thickness 
due to the erosive action of the 
underlying river current. One can 
be standing on ice cight inches thick 
on a river and just a few feet away, 
the ice may be only two inches 
thick. 

Carry a couple of large nails anda 
length of light nylon rope. If you 
should go through the ice, the nails 
could help provide a “grip” on the 
slippery surface and aid in getting 
out. 

Should you break through the ice, 
try not to panic, Remember to turn 
toward the direction you came from, 
toward the ice that supported you.
